Baron Joseph de Crawnez, the 
present Mayor of Spa, held the same 
position all through the war, though 
imprisoned and threatened with exe- 
eution. He was one of the leaders of 
a Belgian secret service organization 
which often succeeded ‘in getting 
early knowledge of the plans of the 
German General Staff. , 

Baron de Crawhez has all sorts of 
souvenirs of the German ‘occupation 
of his town, One of them is a map 
with which the German soldiers quar- 
tered on him were ‘provided, repre’ 
senting how the German Government 
would remake the map of Europe 
when victory, was won. He gave the 
British Premier a copy of it the other 
day. It shows a Gross Deutschland 
stretching from’ Petrograd to the 
Pyrenees, with Great Britain marked 
as a German colony and Ireland as 
an Austro-Hungarian ‘colony. a 

The mayor tells, too;.the story of 
the emperor's ‘pitiable abdication. 
The kaiser was playing in the 
grounds of his villa, where the Peace 
Conference sat,’ damming up little 
streams as usual, when the end came. 

Hindenburg sent for him to come 
down to the General Staff Head- 
quarters at the Hotel Britannique. 
The kaiser sent a petulant message 
that he wouldn’t come. His generals 
humored him. “You. must come,” 
they said. “The Crown Prince is 
here.”’ 

-So the emperor’s valets ‘scraped 
the mud off him, girthed his in- 
creasingly corpulent figure into his 
tunic hung with imperial decorations, 
henceforth meaningless, and sent him 
down to the hotel, where Field 
Marshal Sir Henry Wilson has been 
planning the reduction of the once- 
proud German army to a_ police 
force. 

At the door two motor-cars were 
Waiting. In one was a Dutch general. 
In the other were German revolu- 
tionaries, representatives of the re~ 
public that had just been proclaimed, 
in Berlin. ; 

The kaiser strutted into the dining- 
room of the hotel, where his generals 
were waiting. 

“You must abdicate,” said Hinden- 
burg. 

The kaiser turned a startled and 
terrified “face towards him. ‘“‘Abdi- 
ecate!’* he exclaimed. ‘Why? It can’t 
be so bad as that. Surely, I can rely 
on my generals. You, Hindenburg! 
Think of the heights to which I have 
raised you. I.count on you, at least.” 

The burly marshal made no reply 
and the kaiser made his appeal to 
Ludendorff. ‘You then, Ludendorff?”’ 
he said. But Ludendorff turned 
away his face. . , 

“Your majesty hag the ‘cholce,” 
added Hindenburg. “You can go to 
Holland in the motor-car that is 
waiting for you, or you can return\ 
to Germany in charge of the republi- 
cans.”’ 

‘“No'” gaid the kaiser with a sigh, 
and went off leaving the act of abdi- 
cation that lay on the table.

As he 
watched, the dove flew for protection 
to the open window and clung to the 
breast of the famous divine. ane 
Benson says. His} opinion is that 
hymns are usually written at desks 
in studies and not at death-bed 
scenes or at critical moments of any 
kind.

A Royal Explorer,, 

The Duke of Abruzzi, who is. re- 
ported from Rome to be preparing an 
expedition to the South Pole, has 

ent a large’ part of a busy life in 
efoloring the unknown parts of the 

rth. Twenty years ago he approach- 
ed nearer to the North Pole than any 
previous-explorer, and six yeara later 
he conquered the ‘‘Mountains of the 
Moon,” which bestride the equator in 
Central Africa. He has scaled Mount 
Elias, in Alaska, and was only pre- 
vented from attempting Mount Ever- 
est by the refusal of the Indian Gov- 
ernment, for political reasons, to 
grant permission. During the war 
the duke was commander-in-chief of 
the Italian navy, and personally took 
part in several daring naval raids on 
the Austrian ports in the Adriatic.

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PREDICTS GREAT FUTURE FOR 
CANADIAN IRON ORES 

Winnipeg, Oct. 27.—The import- 
ance of scientific research with re- 
gard to the future development of 
Canada was emphasized by Dr. F. 
A. Fahrenwald, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
at this morning's session of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Metaliurgg. convention in session 
here. Pm 

“The day for old-time type of 
pioneers has passed for Canada, and 
new pioneers are now required— 
men equipped with modern scienti- 
fic tools and training,” declared’ Dr. 
Fahrenwald. The speaker‘spoke on 
industric’ and scientific research 
and its relation to future develop- 
ment. . 

Use Domesfic Supply. 

H. E. Knobel, who for six years 
prior to the war was engaged by 
United States steel companies in- 
vestigating from deposits, showed 
delegates ithe possibilities of creat- 
ing a Western iron and steel indus- 
try based on purely domestic sourc- 
ss of iron and coal supply. 

Ontario’s iron ores and, Alberta 
coal could be utilized for steel to 

supply the western part of Ontario 


and the three Prairie Provinces, he 


esterted. The speaker contended 
that the United States mines, on 
which the Ontario furmaces were 
dependent, could only last anotber 
25 years, and United States mining 
experts were making experiments 
with a view to commercializing ores 
such as existed in Ontario. 

Ask Copper ExemPtion. 

Anxiety is being felt by many 
mining men . interested in copper 
properties in Canada regardin the 
royalty on this mineral which the 
Dominion Government may think fit 
to impose after January ist next, up 
to which time copper is free’ from 
any royalty. The matter was dis+ 
cussed’ before the convention of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgy to-day when the last of 
the three days’ session was heid. 

A resolution was passed asking 
the Government to protect the men 
wh ve spent a good deal in pros- 
pecting and preliminary develop- 
ment of important discoyeries by 
describing to them the specific roy- 
alties which will be charged on dif- 
ferent minerals produced, and par- 
ticularly asking that the time for’ 
which copper shall be exempt from 
the royalty shall be extended for a 
aes of ten years.

tion is that people do not pay prop- 
er 

ance needs; and that they consume 
large quantities. of food totally un- 
suited to their systems’  require- 
ments. 

“It is palpably a ftoolish-.thing 
for people to overload their sys- 
tems with food; and yet that is the 
very thing that many people are 
daily, doing. They are loading up 
their’ systems with more food of 
certain sorts than their bodies can 
possibly dispose of; and the result 


is frequently the saturation of the. 


whole system with excess food un- 
its, whose only usefulness is to pro- 
vide pabulum or food for the breed- 
ing of dangerous microbes. 

“The excessive use of ca boyhy- 
drate foods-: foods rich in’ starch 
and sugars,—is one of the very big 
causes of tooth decay. Altogether 
too much bread, toast, biscuits, can- 
dies, and confectionery is consumed 
by the ordinary person. Unless the 
individual leads an exceptionally 
active life and so.can “burn up’’ an 
unusually large amount of this 
physiological ‘fuel’, the sugar and 
starch content of the fverage daily 
food ration will be found to be al- 
together too much for his system to 
essinilate. ‘This means “excessive 
saturation of the blood and. tissues 
with the surplus sugars and starch- 


es. 

“Naturally, this excess of sugar 
and starch must. overflow some- 
where; and we find « that it does 
actually overflow in. large quanti- 
ties through the glands. into the 
the mouth. 

“The result is that the; mouth 
fluids hold in ‘suspension ‘this ex- 
cess. digested sugar and starch. This 
substance readily lends itself to the 
formation of tooth surface qestroy- 
ing acids through the action of cer- 
tain bacterial germs; and is a ¥ a, 
real factor in the breeding and: 
tivity of those destructive micron: 
es which inhabit the mouth. 

“The excess, of sugar and starch, 
in fact, of any food, together with 
the bad habit of bolting and: hasty 
eating, has much to do with the

tically uninhabitable. They are such 
a scourge that they have even rid 
the region of all other animal life, 
It is only occasionally that some ven- 
turesome native enters the territory 
that is given over to the plague of 
scorpions, and he usually pays fer 
his daring with his life. 

In other parts of Mexico where 
scorpions are found in considerable 
Numbers their .stings are not of 
deadly effect, although painful. It 
is explained by scientists that the 
reason the Durango scorpions are the 
bearers of such a deadly poison is 
that they absorb into their system in 
some manner a peculiar quality of 
the mineralized soil of the territory 
that they inhabit.

|QUASHES INCOME TAX CONVIC- 
TION

Ottawa, Nov. 14.—-Judge Gunn 
rendered his decision in’ County 
Court Saturday in the appeal 
brought by Dr.Gordon Booth against 
a conviction registered against him 
last October in the Police Court, 
whereby he was found guilty of 
having made false income tax re- 
iurns to the Dominion Income De- 
partment for the years 1917, 1918 
and 1919, and was condemned to 
pay $3,000. 

Judge Gunn cuReNae the. convic- 
tion on the grounds that no Vustice 
of the Peace or Magistrate has jur- 
isdiction to try cases of this nature. 
The decision will no doubt have a 
far-reaching effect in future prose- 
cutions. 

The Judge's Ruling 
The judgement concludes.as fol- 
lows: “I am opposed to the con- 
tention made in support of this con- 
viction that the War Incomé Tax Act 
imposing, as it does, the making of 
returns extending in number to 
hundreds of thousands, makes it 
lawful for the Minister of Finance or 
any authorided official of that de- 
partment io lay a complaint against 
any or all of those returns contain- 
ing a false statement of the income 
of any taxpayer and subjects him to 
the judgement of and Magistrate or 
Jublice of the Peace to determine 
his, liability for $10,000 or six 
months’ imprisonment or both, in 
such a decision, until I hear it clear 
ly stated so’in that act, and as it 
stands, Parliament having given ex- 
pressly all jurisdiction io the Ex- 
chequer Court, I do not appreciate 
the attempt here made ‘to institute 
proceedings before a Provincial au- 
ty of inferior jurisdiction, as

the consideration.

“Ring Meteorite.” 
. The so-called “ring meteorite” is 
unique; none other at all like it has, 
ever been known. 

It is four feet fn diameter, weighs 
1,400 pounds and. has the shape of 
a complete ring. Tlie ring is of iron, 
with a percentage of nickel. 

Nobody knows how long ago it fell 
from the sky; but it was found in the 
Santa Catarina mountains by a Mexi- 
can. For a long time it was in use 
as an anvil at Tucson: 

There an army surgeon happened 
to see it, owing’ to the accident of 
needing a, shoe for his horse. A Mexi- 
can blacksmith put the shoe on for 
him, and hammered the shoe upon 
this curious anvil. 

The Mexican did not know that his. 
anvil was a meteorite, and #0 was 
willing to sell it for a few dollars.

foe of heat, and therefore the poorest 
| insulator of the nine substances test- 
ed. The fact should be emphasized 
that these results do not tell us any- 
thing about the substances except 
their power to conduct heat. It may 
be that if they were tried out as in- 
sulation for bee-hiyes we would ar- 
range them differently than as gtv- 
en above. There are other proper- 
ties besides conductivity of heat that 
figure in practice, and a considera- 
tion of these is my second purpose 
as announced at the begininng. 

A good insulating material neces- 
sary is a poor conductor of heat,but 
all non-conductors are not necessar- 
ily good insulators in practice, or,at 
any rate, not always desirable or 
satisfactory. Next to non-conductiv- 
ity is low moisture absorption or the 
ability to kep comparatively dry in 
moist weather conditons. Experis in 
bee-keeping say that high moisture 
content in the hive is fatal to the 
bees since it causes dysentery among 
them. Let us assume tha‘ the air in 
a hive-ie-ver¥ moist, say at a norm- 
al temperature atitthe temperature 
goes down several degreés ur to 
inadequate protection or insulatio 
about them. and see wha! happens. 
The result is exactly the same con- 
dition we all have often observed 
on ‘the outside of a water jug filled 
with cold water and set in warm air. 
Moisture conjéeals on the outside of 
the jug, and it becomes cold and 
clammy and the water drips from 
it and makes everything else it 
touches wet. Likewise the dew, is 
tormedThe physical reason for th@ke 
phenomena is the fact that cold jair 
cannot hold in the invisible or vap- 
or form as much moisture as warm 
air can. 

Some of the moisture ‘held at 
ihigh temperature must appear as 
drops of water at the lower femper- 
ature, or in other words there is a 
rain, and a rain a bee-hive is a ser- 
fous matter. but it can be prevented 
by controlling the temperature in- 
side the hive. Other reasons why an 
insulation should not absorb moist- 
ure increases the conductivity of the 
insulation for heat and also makes it 
mere liable to deterioration and de- 
cay. A good old maxim regarding 
success Says “Keep your powder dry 
With equal emphasis it may be said 
“Keep your insulation dry if you 
-would protect your bees well and 
give them a fair chance to succeed. 

Of the substances listed in the 
foregoing list granulated cork, for- 
est leaves (if dried for one year a- 
head) and planer shavings are the 
poorest absorbers of moisture. Saw- 
dust usually igs ioo green and dirty 
to be very dry at the very best, and 


straw unless very well ripened and 
cured may be objectionable in the 
same way a8 sawdust. Then too, rats 
and mice are apt to bother it ser- 
iously. The insulation must be odor- 
less, else the bees may leave the hiv 
es. It must be readily available ‘and 
reasonably cheap, and in these par- 
ticulars forest leaves, chopped 
straw and planer shavings are fore- 
most. It also should be easy and a- 
greeable to handle and pack in posi- 
tion, and not subject to spontaneous 
combustion. 

Thirdly, the main reason for insu- 
lating the hives, especially in the 
winter season under outside condi- 
tions, is to conserve the bees own 
temperature in the hive as a large 
body of water does to the adjacent 
land areas. Another reason, and not 
the least because mentioned last, is 
that a good insulating around the 


hives provides a drier, and therefore’ 


a healthier and in all respects a bet- 
ter atmosphere for the bees than 
could be possible otherwise. Surely 
these are sufficiently geod reasons 
why a hive should be protected by 
an efficient insulation.Flax chaff and 
a fine excelsior known as wood wool 
may also prove good insulations for 
bee-hives.--R. R. Graham, 0.A. Col- 
lege, Guelph.

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DISASTROUS FIRE WIPES OUT 
PALACE THEATRE AT BELLE- 
VILLE 
The Palace Theatre was destroyed 
by fire which broke out shortly after 
one o'clock this af-ernoon and it was 
only by the heroic efforts of Fire 
Chief Brown and his fire fighters 
that the flames were haited. There 

were several narrow escapes. 

The first intimation of fire came to 
a little child, who ran down front 
gtree: to the corner and notified Po- 
lice Constable Charles Thompson. 
who rang in the alarm. He then ran 
to the scene and saw the flémes 
coming from the direction of the 
basement. Other reports are. that 
the fire did not originate in ‘the? fur- 
nace room., The fire had apparently 
been going for some time before dis- 
covered, 

Before the brigade could reach 
the scene, the flames had burst out 
of the front and the building was'a 
yeritable furnace. When the doors 
were opened the flames shot over 
half way across the sireet. 

The predicament of two women 
tenants was very dangerous. They 
had dashed out on the balcony in 
front of the thea're and screamed 
for help. A ladder was placed at 
one end of the balcony. 

Women's Narrow Escape 

Mrs. A. L. Johnson, who occupies 
the front rooms over the Palace, 
and Mrs. J. \W. Small who. lives in 
the rear rooms, had very narrow es- 
capes from smoke. Mrs. Small was 
able to make her escape down a lad 
der to the street from the canopy 
in front of the theatre, but Mrs. 
Johnson found her way of escape 

t off and ran out on the balcony 
jumpifto the pavement below. Et- 
forts were made to catch her, but 
shé struck the roadway. She was 
carried into Lattimer’s Drug Store 
suffering from cuts caused by glass 
and had the side of her face touch- 
ed by thé flames. he was later 
taken to the home of one of her 
friends, 

Mrs: Small lost her piano, and all 
her clothing, furs, carpets, and 
trunks full of clothing. She places 
her. loss at $2,000 without insur- 
ance. 

Mrs. Johnson lost all -her furni- 
ture and all her clothing. It is 
not thought to be covered by insur- 
ante. 

Rprtunately there were no child- 
ren in the building. A report that 
a child lost its life proved fortunate- 
ly untrue. \ 


Ruilding Gutted t 


Chief Brown sized up the .situa- 
tion in a few minutes: Every avail- 
able lead of hose was called into re- 
quisition and water was poured in 
streams from the roof, rear and 
front of the doomed movie house. 
Soon the rear of the theatre was 
under control althcugh it was 
almost gutied and the firemen were 
able to direct their attention to the 
front and central positions. The 
roof of the centre part fell in but 
half an hour afier the fire started 
Fire proved very obstinate in the 
front part of the house and the base 
ment, for here the ‘building rose to 
a height of three stories above the 
street, while at.ithe rear it was only 
‘the height of, the movie hall por- 
tion. 


Loss Is Heavy 


The Palace building is owned by 
Mayor Riggs and is insured = for 
$10.000. It was worth about $15,000 

The value of the private fire fight- 
ing equipment was demonstrated at 
the Bank of Commerce. Manager 
Snider had a staff of men at work 
playing with four leads of hose from 
the bank building roof on the fire- 
walls. and the theatre ruins below. 

The Palace property was bought 
some years ago by Mayor Riggs and 
was rebuilt from the ruins of a fire 
some years ago. The entire proper- 
ty is owned by the Mayor, to the 
seats and the piano,except the mov- 
ing picture equipment owned by the 
Griffin amusement Company. The 
theatré was specially built for Grif- 
fin’s and had been in continous 
operation since. 

Adjacent Pr®perty Saved 

At 2.80 the fire was under con- 
trol, the Bank of Commerce build- 
ing and the building south of the 
Palace being safe, although damag- 
ed by smoke ahd water. A fire 
door and heavy walls saved the ad- 
jacent buildings. j 


The entire loss will be very heavy | 
possibly twenty-five thousand decl- 


lars, being suffered by the tenants 
and owners. 

The Palace had an imposing front 
and extended back for about one 
hundred feet. 

The building is practically a com- 
plete loss. 

The origin is unknown as yet. 

The theatre building was a sub- 
stantial structure and the walle and 
a portion of the front and rear of 


‘the interior are intact. 


When P. C. Thompson reached the 
scene first, he saw the flames in ‘he 
basement and felt the intense heat.

Washington, Nov. 21.— Decided 
increase in the importation of wheat 
flour from Canada during the, second 
half of October is shown in the fig- 
ures just ‘issued vy the Federal 
Trade Commissi in further re- 

sponse tPresident Wilson's direc- 

tion for inquiry into the Tecent de- 
cline in wheat prices. 

Figures gathered through customs 
sources, the commission said, also 
indicated that the rate of relatively 
jarge importations from Canada in 
“the same period was substantially 
maintained. 

Wheat flour imports from Canada 
from October 15 to 31 totalled 97,- 
032 barrels, or 162,978 barrels for 
the month, an inctease .of 31,086, 
barrels in the latter half over: the: 
first half of the month. Wheat im-~ 
ports from Canada during the latter 
half of Octeber amounted to 4,833,- 
624 bushels, or a total for the montp 
of 9,784,307 bushels. 

The total import& of ‘wheat flour 
for October, the, commission ‘said, 
were considerably in excess of those 
of any month, January, 1918 to Sept. 
1920, the highest single monthly | 
{mportations being 108,288 berrels, 
in September. 1917. ‘The largest
